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Pulpwood  product ionJ_/  continued  to  increase  in  the 
Central  States  during  1959  establishing  a  new  record  of 
357,761  standard  cords.     This  harvest  represented  an  increase 
of  almost  23  percent  over  the  previous  high  of  1958  and  had  a 
gross  value  delivered  at  the  mill  of  $4,853,000.  Consumption 
of  pulpwood  by  Central  States  mills  paralleled  the  gains  in 
production  reaching  a  new  high  of  359,088  cords  used,  an  in- 
crease of  22  percent  over  1958. 


Ohio  Leading  Producer 


Ohio  retained  its  position  as  the  leading  producer  in 
the  Central  States  accounting  for  more  than  46  percent  of  the 
total  production.     With  the  exception  of  Missouri,  all  states 
registered  gains  over  their  1958  production.     Kentucky  and 
Iowa  especially  made  notable  increases:     47  and  40  percent 
(table  1) . 


Hard  Hardwoods  Gain  Lead  in  Production 


Hardwoods  continue  to  dominate  pulpwood  production  in 
the  Central  States  accounting  for  93.5  percent  of  the  total 
production.     Coniferous  pulpwood  production  was  principally 
pine . 


ly     To  avoid  confusion  in  terminology,   production  is 
defined  as  "the  harvest  of  pulpwood  from  timberland"  whereas 
consumption  is  defined  as   "the  utilization  of  pulpwood  by 
mills  .  " 


For  the  first  time  since  canvassing  began,  the  relative 
status  of  the  three  species  groups  harvested  has  changed.  Hard- 
hardwood^/  pulpwood  production  attained  the  lead  by  increasing 
56,880  cords  in  1959,   to  represent  more  than  51  percent  of  the 
total  production.     About  61  percent  of  these  hard  hardwoods 
were  harvested  from  Ohio  timberland;  Kentucky  was  second  with 
14  percent.     The  remaining  25  percent  of  the  hard  hardwoods 
were  harvested  in  the  four  other  Central  States. 

Sof t -hardwood:!/  production  increased  only  5,000  cords 
in  1959  and  accounted  for  slightly  more  than  42  percent  of  the 
total  pulpwood  production.     Illinois  and  Ohio  were  the  top  pro- 
ducers of  sof t -hardwood  pulpwood  with  42  and  35  percent.  The 
four  other  central  states  supplied  the  remaining  23  percent. 

Production  of  coniferous  pulpwood,  while  increasing 
some  4,000  cords  or  23  percent   in  1959,  still  only  represented 
6.5  percent  of  the  total  pulpwood  production,  the  same  as  in 
1958.     Kentucky  alone  produced  over  90  percent  of  the  conifer- 
ous pulpwood. 

Ohio  Primary  Consumer 

Consumption  of  pulpwood  in  the  Central  States  increased 
by  65,796  cords   in  1959.     Ohio  again  was  the  leading  pulpwood 
consumer,  using  more  than  half  the  pulpwood  consumed  in  the 
region.     All  consumer  states  registered  gains   in  consumption 
over  that  of  1958  (table  2). 

Hard  Hardwoods  Lead  in  Consumption 

Hard  hardwoods  also  took  the  lead  as  the  most-used  spe- 
cies group  accounting  for  over  51  percent  of  the  total  consump- 
tion.    During  1959,  utilization  of  this  species  group  increased 
59,067  cords  or  47  percent.     Ohio  mills  alone  consumed  over  70 
percent  of  the  hard  hardwoods .

ly     Combined  to  prevent  disclosure  of   individual  plant  consumption. 
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Soft -hardwood  consumption  increased  only  6,558  cords  or 
4  percent  during  1959  and  accounted  for  46  percent  of  the  total 
consumption.     Illinois  and  Ohio  mills  used  almost  three-fourths 
of  the  total  volume  of  soft  hardwoods  consumed. 

Consumption  of  coniferous  pulpwood  increased  only 
slightly  in  1959,  and  represents  less  than  3  percent  of  the 
total  pulpwood  consumption.     Illinois  mills  used  nearly  all 
the  softwood  pulpwood  consumed  in  the  region. 

Pulping  capacity  of  wood-using  mills  in  the  Central 
States  remained  at  the  1958  level  of  1,815  tons  per  24-hour 
day.     Although  one  additional  mill  has  been  included  in  the 
survey  since  1958,   its  use  of  wood  is  relatively  minor  and 
its  pulping  capacity  is  not  included  in  the  total. 

Imports  Exceed  Exports 

Inter-regional  shipment  of  pulpwood  totaled  47,339 
cords  in  1959,  an  increase  of  5,907  cords  or  14  percent  over 
that  of  1958.     Incoming  shipments  exceeded  outgoing  shipments 
by  only  1,327  cords. 

Most  of  24,333  cords  of  pulpwood  received  was  from 
Wisconsin  (78  percent);   the  rest  came  from  Michigan,  West 
Virginia,  Alabama,  and  South  Dakota.     Illinois  mills  were 
the  principal  recipients,  utilizing  almost  70  percent  of  the 
incoming  shipments.     Approximately  62  percent  of  the  incoming 
shipments  were  soft  hardwoods,   30  percent  conifers,  and  8  per- 
cent hard  hardwoods. 

Outgoing  shipments  of  pulpwood  totaled  23,000  cords, 
an  increase  of  16  percent  over  that  reported  in  1958.  Conifers 
composed  95  percent  of  the  shipments,  soft  hardwoods  3  percent, 
and  hard  hardwoods  2  percent.     Eight  mills,   located  south  and 
east  of  the  Central  States,  received  these  shipments.  Approxi- 
mately 85  percent  of  the  outgoing  pulpwood  went  to  mills  in 
Tennessee.     Other  mills   in  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland, 
and  Georgia  received  the  remaining  15  percent.     Most  of  this 
outgoing  pulpwood  came  from  only  two  states,  Kentucky  (92  per- 
cent) and  Ohio  (8  percent). 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  were  obtained  largely 
from  an  annual  100-percent  mail  canvass  of  pulpmills  in  the 
Central  States  region  (fig.  1).
